TOWN MEETING WARRANT 
The State of New Hampshire 


To the inhabitants of the Town of Lisbon, in the 
County of Grafton and the State of New Hampshire, 
qualified to vote in town affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said Lisbon on Tuesday the 13th day of March next, 
polls to be opened at nine o’clock in the forenoon, and 
will not close earlier than four o’clock in the afternoon 
to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose all necessary town officers for the 
ensuing year. Also, to choose one Delegate from said 
town to attend the Constitutional Convention to be 
holden at Concord on the third Tuesday of May, 1956. 


Article 2. To raise such sums of money as may be 
necessary to defray town charges, the same being: Town 
Officers’ Salaries, Town Officers’ expenses, Election 
and Registration expenses, Municipal Court expenses, 
Expenses of Town Hall and other Town Buildings, 
Insurance, Police Department, Fire Department, and 
Vital Statistics for the ensuing year, and make appro- 
priation for the same. 


Article 3. To see if the town will fix and determine the 
compensation to be paid each of the town officers. That 
the salary of the Road Agent be $1.25 per hour and that 
his employees start at the minimum of 75 cents per 
hour and the the maximum pay be $1.20 per hour. The 
Town Clerk’s salary to be raised to $1,000.00 per year, 
and that the clerk post his office hours on the bulletin 
board at the Town Hall and the Sugar Hill Post Office. 


Article 4. To hear the reports of agents, auditors and 
special committees heretofore chose and pass any vote 
in relation thereto. 
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Article 5. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the repairs of highways 
and bridges for the ensuing year. 


Article 6. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the public libraries in addi- 
tion to what is required by law, and to determine how 
the same shall be divided. 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $7,200.00 to light the streets in 
the town of Lisbon under the same conditions as they 
were heretofore lighted, said streets to be lighted with 
electricity. 


Article 8. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the cemeteries in the town 
of Lisbon. 


Article 9. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the District Nursing As- 
sociation. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $150.00 for the proper obser- 
vance of Memorial Day. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to accept Town 
Road Aid and raise and appropriate the sum of $975.84 
for the same. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to plow the 
town roads, and if so, to raise and appropriate the neces- 
sary money for the same. 


Article 13. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen to oil such roads in the town as are already 
oiled, and to raise and appropriate the necessary money 
for the same. 
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Article 14. To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $1,000.00 to finish work and oil 
the Davis Road on Sugar Hill. 


Article 15. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $300.00 to the White Mountain 
Region Association for the purpose of advertising the 
Town of Lisbon. 


Article 16. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for the support of the poor. 


Article 17. To see how much money the town will vote 
to raise and appropriate for Old Age Assistance. 


Article 18. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to borrow such sums of money as they 
deem necessary in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 19. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500.00 for the community 
skating rink. 


Article 29. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to be divided between the 
Littleton Hospital and the Woodsville Hospital. 


Article 21. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $600.00 for the purpose of help- 
ing to maintain the Sugar Hill Fire Department in the 
Town of Lisbon. 


Article 22. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $400.00 for the purpose of hiring 
a man three days a week, June 1st to November Ist, to 
keep the Sugar Hill dump burned and in decent order. 
The Selectmen to administer and be in charge of the 
funds so raised. 


Article 23. To see if the town of Lisbon will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $800.00 to gravel the 
Cole Hill Road from the Hardtop at Andrew Aldrich’s 
to the Landaff Town line to depth of six inches. 
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Article 24. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $740.00 to defray the town’s 
share of the Federal Social Security Act. 


Article 25. To see if the town will vote to purchase the 
Police Cruiser and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$900.00 for the same. 


Article 26. To see if the town will vote to have a day 
policeman the year round and to raise and appropriate 
the sum of $3,200.00 per year for same. 


Article 27. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $500.00 to reroof and repair the 
storage shed. 


Article 28. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to purchase a new truck and raise and 
appropriate the necessary money for the same. 


Article 29. Toseeif the town would like to reeommend 
to the members of the Constitutional Convention to be 
held at Concord, May 15, 1956, that an attempt be made 
to reduce the size of the New Hampshire House of 
Representatives. 


Article 30. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before the meeting.

Smoking and debris burning caused more than 50 
percent of the forest fires occurring in the state of New 
Hampshire in 1955 — 235 fires out of a total of 463 
originated from these two sources. Lighted smoking 
material and matches thrown from moving vehicles 
along the highway or dropped by fishermen, hunters, 
hikers, berry and flower pickers accounted for 26 per- 
cent; debris burning in the wrong place or at the wrong 
time by those who failed to heed all pleas for safety or 
refused to recognize the logical, sensible rules and 
regulations set up under legislative authority govern- 
ing the use of fire in or near woodlands accounted for 
more than 24 percent. This is inexcusable. 


Everything possible is being done officially to remedy 
the situation. Since 1909 there has been a statute on 
our law books which requires everyone to secure written 
permission from the local forest fire warden before 
starting a fire in or near woodlands or where fire can 
be communicated to woodlands, unless the ground is 
covered with snow. A never ending program of edu- 
cational work is being carried on by your local warden 
and state officials to inform the general public both of 
the value and necessity of securing the required permit 
for such burning. Much progress has been made, but 
there are still many who fail or refuse to cooperate. 
The value of our permit system was definitely proven in 
this district during the 1955 calendar year. District 
local wardens issued 959 permits for debris burning 
fires. That’s a lot of permits. The records show only 
2 permit fires got out of control. This proves several 
things — while wardens were liberal in the issuance of 
fire permits, accommodating every applicant so far as 
possible, they were cautious, following closely directives 
outlining overall policy governing the issuance of burn- 
ing permits and thoroughly instructing permit users. 
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The latter, too, fully appreciating their responsibility 
in using their permits, governed themselves accordingly. 
Result? Much burning done legally and safe. 

But what of the smokers? Despite all efforts of those 
officially charged with the responsibility of preventing 
fires, too many were careless or thoughtless in disposing 
of smoking material and matches. Why? It is difficult 
to say. Autos are now equipped with ash trays. Why 
not use them. The crushing out of a cigar, cigarette 
and the complete extinguishment of matches before 
being discarded is an easy chore. 

If the costly habits of the careless and indifferent 
smoker and debris burner could be overcome, more than 
half of our annual forest fires would be eliminated. Will 
YOU do YOUR share to bring this about ? 


Remember 


1. Get a written permit from your local warden be- 
fore starting your debris burning or camp fire. 
The law requires it. 


2. Make certain they are dead out before leaving 
them. 


3. Become a safe smoker by extinguishing smoking 
material and matches before discarding them.
